PEG  VISIONAL  SPECIFICATION  left  by  William  Knapton  at  the  Office 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Patents,  with  his  Petition,  on  the  2nd  July 

1855. 

I,  William  Knapton,  of  Albion  Foundry,  York,  Engineer,  do  hereby 
5  declare  the  nature  of  the  said  Invention  for  “  Improvements  in  Foehaces  poe 
Effecting  the  Consumption  of  Smoke  ”  to  be  as  follows : — 

My  Invention  consists  in  the  employment  in  furnaces  of  two  fire-places,  or 
one  fire-place  divided  lengthwise  in  the  centre  from  the  fire  bars  to  the  top  of 
the  furnace,  with  passages  at  each  end,  leading  from  one  fire-place  into  the 
jQ  other,  or  from  one  side  of  the  partition  to  the  other.  These  passages  are  com¬ 
manded  by  dampers  or  valves.  After  the  fires  have  been  lighted,  I  charge 
the  fire-places  alternately,  and  by  means  of  the  valves  cause  the  smoke  and 
products  of  combustion  generated  from  the  fresh  supply  of  fuel  in  one  to  pass 
through  the  other,  in  which  the  fuel  is  in  an  incandescent  state,  whereby  all 
15  the  consumable  products  of  combustion  are  consumed  prior  to  their  passing 
off  into  the  chimney.
